In response to the Office Action mailed June 26, 2003, please consider the 
following Remarks. No claim is amended. 

Claims 36-41 and 68 are pending in the application. Claims 42-67 were 
previously withdrawn from consideration pursuant to a Restriction Requirement. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has maintained the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 102 over Furcht et al In the rejection of claims 36-41, the Examiner points to the 
Remarks from Applicants' previous Response stating that the claimed device is an 
integrated device for detecting nucleic acids such that the binding and amplification of 
nucleic acids are carried out in the same space. The Examiner asserts that this limitation 
from the specification cannot be read into the claims. Specifically, the Examiner states 
that Applicants' previous statement that "binding as well as amplification are carried out 
in the same space" is not in independent claim 36.
